Lemon trees are year-’round pro- 
ducers and this unique tree keeps 
hundreds of persons regularly em- 
ployed. 

Oranges—two popular varieties, 
Navel and Valencia—are also pro- 
duced in large quantities. In fact, 
the orange production is larger in 
volume than lemons. Special pub- 
licity emphasis is given to lem- 
ons, however, due to the fact that 
only certain areas have the prop- 
er soil and climate for profitable 
lemon production. 

Among the many citrus packing 
facilities here is the Upland Lem- 
on Growers association plant—the 
largest lemon packing and stor- 
age house in the world. It has a 
floor space of 7.4 acres, with a| 
packing and shipping capacity of 
17 cars daily.

Building program carried on at 
Chaffey high school and junio. 
college represents an investment 
of $1,612,000, since replacement 
of old buildings started a number 
of years ago. Program initiated 


at that time has resulted in almost 

an entirely new campus, 
Located on a 40-acre campus on 

Euclid avenue, midway between 


Ontario and Upland, the high 
school and junior college are ideal- 
ly situated. Seven acres of the 
40 are devoted to experimental 
work with citrus trees. Expansive 
grass-covered quadrangles separ 
ate the buildings. 

Certain buildings are shared by 
both institutions, while others art 
used exclusively by one school cr 
the other. 

NEW CLASSROOMS 

Two new classroom building's 
have been constructed for use of 
the high school. This campus oc- 
cupies the south 20 acres of the 
tract New buildings are known 
as North hall and South, and re- 
place the old Liberal Arts and 
Sexence buildings. Final work on 


the three-story wing of the South 
hall remains to be completed. This 
building will not be occupied until

An Upland business that has 
attracted national attention be- 
cause of its phenomenal growth 
ig the Packing House Grocery ana 
Market, owned by Lee Walker and 
his brother-in-law, Clarence Gray. 

Last November, Progressive 
Grocer, the leading grocery trade 
journal in the United States, pub- 
lished by the Butterick company 
in New York City, contained a 
1500-word illustrated article on 
the business developed here by 
Mr. Walker and Mr. Gray. Sv 
extraordinary were the results re- 
ported by this grocery store in the 
article, that grocers from various 
parts of the United States, visit- 
ing in Southern California, have 
called at the market “to see how 
it was done.” And cne grocer 
from Denver, Colo., made a special 
trip to Upland to gain pointers 
from Mr. Walker and Mr. Gray. 

The article explains the mez 
chandising policy followed by the 
local firm, and quotes Mr. Walker 
as saying that he believes the 
“loss leader” method of merchan- 
dising in injurious to business, A 
customer sees through the “loss 
leader,’ he says, surmising that if 
a retailer sells one item below 
cost, he must charge more for 
other items in order to remain in 
business, 

Consequently, Mr. Walker says 
he has founded this business on 
“one price all the time.” A small 
yet legitimate profit on each item 
ig therefore the basic policy of 
this store. 

And how well this policy has 
succeeded ig demonstrated by the 
amazing volume of business which 
is done here. 

Gross business done by the grc- 
cery department in the year 193%, 
according to the article, was ap- 
proximately $300,000. Since the 
publication of the article, the 
meat business started by Leo 
Schroder was bought by Mr. 
Walker and Mr. Gray. With the 
meat business grossing half of 
total salessof the firm today, both 
grocery and meat departments to-

Canning of lemon juice at the 
Upland Cooperative Groves pack- 
ing house, 127 South Euclid ave- 
nue, comprises Upland’s newest in- 
dustry. 

Juice canning is carried on in 
the same plant used for washing, 
curing and packing oranges, lem- 
ons and grapefruit. A coopera- 
tive concern, affiliated with the 
Mutual Orange Distributors, the 
Upland Cooperative Groves is a 
local organization composed of 
growers in this section. 


IN 6-OUNCE CANS 

The new canning industry, al- 
though separately incorporated, 
has the same officers and direct- 
ors as the Upland Cooperative 
Groves. Canning was undertak- 
en in an effort “to realize for the 
producer a profit on all of his 
fruit,” says J. L. McClellan, sec- 
retary-manager. 

Juice, put up in six-ounce cans, 
is now offered for sale by retail- 
ers. The Upland house is market- 
ing its own product through reg- 
ular wholesale channels, Labels 
for the cans were recently receiv- 
ed. Under the trade name of Up- 
land Gold, the canned juice is be- 
ing put on the market. Labels 
show a glass of lemonade and half 
of a lemon, against a_ striking 
black background. 

Juice is reamed by hand to pro- 
duce a quality product, untainted 
by oil from the rind of the lemon. 
Mr. McClellan believes that there 
ig a vast potential market for 
lemon juice, both in this country 
and abroad.

Behind Chaffey junior college 
lies a colorful history, 
years ago a school, known as the 
Chaffey College of
